Doubtful About OWI. ; 

(2) He wonders whether he had 
been right in urging continuance 
of foreign operations by the Of- 
fice of War Information in the 
light of some of its propaganda he 
had seen. 

(3) He hopes the invasion cur- 
rency being issued in Sicily does 
not bear “promises which the al- 
ready overburdened American 
people are neither rich enough 
nor numerous enough to keep.” 

(4) There is much dissatisfac- 
tion among soldiers about the 
government’s “censorship and 
propaganda policy” which pictures 
our Allies as perfect. 

(5) There is close integration 
of American land, sea and air 
forces in all theaters. 

(6) Americans should have 
postwar commercial rights on 
landing fields which are being 
built all over the world. 

Need Furloughing Policy. 

(7) There is need for a definite 
policy of furloughing war-weary 
troops home. 

Lodge reported that one outfit 
in the theater directed by Admiral 
William F. Halsey was command- 
ed by a major general of the 
Army, with a Navy captain as 
chief of staff and a Marine colo- 
nel as operations officer, all fliers. 

“Senior officers of both the 
Army and Navy are deeply im- 
pressed with the need for unity 
of the services when our new 
military policy is framed,” Lodge 
said. 

“There is a surprising amount 
of sentiméhnt among these older 
men for a single department of 
war, with autonomous land, sea 
and air service co-ordinated at 
the top by a joint staff,” he said. 

Oil and Airports. 

Lodge’s discussion of the oil 
supply and postwar airport prob- 
lems was similar to that yester- 
day by three other members of 
the group. 

While some of the senators in- 
dicated they want to discuss Brit- 
ish commercial and diplomatic ac- 
tivities in a closed session of the 
senate, Lodge told reporters be- 
fore he spoke in the senate he 
had no particular criticism of the 
British. 

“Tf we are not smart enough to 
keep up with them, that’s our 
fault and we ought to do some- 
thing about it,” bog said.

War Prisoners 
Give Much Aid 
In Crop Harvest 


Crops exceeding $2,040,000 in 
value already have been harvest- 
ed by prisoners of war in Georgia, 
Alabama and South Carolina, ac- 
cording to figures released by the 
Fourth Service Command labor 
branch. 

The harvesting program, which 
is also being extended to North 
Carolina and Mississippi, the other 
two states in the command, has 
utilized approximately 18,500 pris- 
oners. 

Five thousand prisoners will 
leave this week for Mississippi, 1,- 
000 to be used on farms in Hum- 
phreys, Coahoma, Washington, 
Bolivar and Sunflower counties 
from now until November 15. 

Last week 1,500 prisoners were 
received by North Carolina to aid 
in harvesting the peanut crop in 
Hartford, Bertie, Pitt, Edgecombe 
and Halifax counties. South Caro- 
lina has four camps of 250 pris- 
oners each for harvest work in 
Orangeburg, Bamberg, Hampton, 
Barnwell, Allendale and Aiken 
counties. 

Over 600 farms in 43 Georgia 
counties were provided with 4,500 
prisoners who harvested a peanut 
crop valued at about $1,200,000. 

Three thousand prisoners in 
Alabama aided 544 farmers in 
harvesting a $660,000, 11,000-acre 
peanut crop.

The Thunderbolt 


The Thunderbolt fighter, known to the 
Army Air Forces as the P-47, has been per- 
forming tricks which amaze enemy fighter 
pilots as well as our own. The development 
is another milestone in the victory road. 

Latest report from the European bombing 
front credits the Thunderbolt with going 840 
miles an hour during a battle with a Focke- 
Wulf 190. It happened during the history- 
making raid on Emden last Monday when 
fighter planes escorted Flying Fortresses on an 
800-mile trip, the longest ever made with 
speedy single-seaters for protection. 

The long raid and the story of the astound- 
ing speed of the plane during a power dive 
came at a time when Atlantans were par- 
ticularly conscious of the newest and most 
powerful of America’s fighters. Thirty-six 
Thunderbolts saluted Atlanta Tuesday before 
settling down for the night at the Atlanta 
Army Air Base. 

Atlantans who saw the planes flying in 
beautiful formation high over the city might 
even have a tinge of kindly feeling toward the 
Germans who must face the music of their 
guns. Opposing the new fighter is not a 
required course as far as many Nazis are 
concerned. It is strictly optional and to be 
avoided. 

This is going to become a usual thing if the 
Thunderbolts keep on thundering through 
enemy skies faster than sound. The speed 
was reported to be so great durihg the dive of 
Lieutenant Robert H. Knapp’s plane that “the 
paint curled 'on the elevators.” He dropped 


from 20,000 feet to 5,000 in less time than it 
takes to say so. 

The Associated Press story from England 
emphasized the fact the paint curled. Now, if 
we just had a picture of Nazi fighter pilots’ 
hair curling. ... 


Fire Prevention Week 

Fire Prevention Week, which starts Sunday 
and lasts through October 9, takes on added 
significance during war. 

Losses through fire may mean much more 
than the money involved. The flames can take 
away from the food supply, they can eat up 
materials which cannot be replaced for the 
duration, and they can wipe out housing made 
vital to the home front by increasing demands. 
Too, the manpower shortage has affected fire- 
fighting, There are less men to man the 
ladders, hose and engines. 

Those are added incentives to make At- 
lantans take added measures to insure them- 
selves against losses through fire. 

The idea behind the week, which is spon- 
sored by the Junior Chamber, of Commerce, 
remains the same. It calls for a thorough 
cleaning of attics and basements, inspection 
of closets and every nook where fire might 
start: It calls for throwing, away oily or 
greasy rags or papers—anything which might 
serve as the starting point of a fire. 

This year it is not a matter of individual 
option whether an inspection should be made. 
It amounts to a patriotic duty to see that all 
precautions are exercised to prevent fires. _ 

Atlanta has a good record on fires. Fire 
Prevention Week helps keep this.record good. 
So do your part for your own sake as well as 
the nation’s. 

Clean up during the campaign, which always 
includes the date of October 9 as a concession 
to the anniversary of the great Chicago fire. 

Clean up and do a good job. 


Postwar Prospects 

Fortune Magazine today releases the result 
of a poll taken among the leaders of business 
and industry in this country. Nearly all the 
highest-ranking executives were canvassed by 
ballot. 

Results of the poll show that almost three- 
fourths of these leaders think there will be a 
“general boom,” after a reasonable period for 
conversion from war to peace production. As 
a consequence they believe private business 
and industry can maintain reasonably full 
employment for all willing to work, after the 
war iS over. 

A majority of these leaders foresee greater 
government control over private enterprise 
after the war than was the case in 1939, though 
most accept this as inevitable and, in many 
respects, desirable. 

Finally, more than 70 per cent of the execu- 
tives want the United States to take active 
part in a postwar international organization, 


backed by an international police force strong . 


enough to maintain world peace. 

This survey of management opinion is im- 
portant. It shows that American business 
leadership is thinking along progressive, intel- 
ligent lines. It shows how wrong are those few 
professional politicians who think to please 
“big business” by advocating isolationism and 
revolt against government regulation of private 
enterprise. 

An exceptionally interesting phase of the 
poll is found in the answers given one second- 
ary question. More than half the executives, 
in answering this question, went on record as 
favoring downward revision ‘of the tariff, after 
the war, for the sake of all business, while 
15.5 per cent championed a national policy of 
free trade. 

Gradually the reaNzation is spreading 
among Americans that the policy of high 
tariffs, which has been a basic plank in Re- 
publican platforms for decades, is little, if any, 
short of iniquitous, because it sets up barriers 
to international commerce, handicaps both the 
country it is supposed to “protect” and those 
with whom it would trade, and is a cause of 
war by strangling the opportunities of some 
nations to share in the commerce of the world.

Farmers’ Association held in Valdosta this week. 
The sowth can ill afford such staggering losses 
as have come from year to year as a result of 
forest fires. Not only do the owners of the par- 
ticular tracts that are burned suffer loss, but 
there is loss to all people of the south, since the 
timber loss ‘seriously interferes with many other 
industries. : 

Wood of all kinds is playing an. important 
part in the war effort and in order that there 
may not be a distressing shortage of timber for 
such uses, the federal government is showing an 
interest in fire prevention and control. 

Recently there was set up in Lowndes county 
a forestry board. Funds have been made avail- 
able ~for this activity by the county, state and 
federal governments. Similar agencies are being 
established in other counties. Some large tim- 
ber owners are setting up their own fire pre- 
vention systems. - . 

We can’t afford to see a continuation of the 


losses that the south is now suffering from forest. 


fires. An awakened public will do much in the 
direction of prevention and control. Every effort 
should be made in the coming winter and spring 
to see to it that woods fires are held down te 
a minimum.

‘WASHINGTON PARADE | 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
TOO MANY THEORISTS WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—So 


many confusing things are being 
spoken and written about the Russian situation that.the public may 
well have misgivings over the future course of action of our Euro- 
pean ally. 

In our democratic way of doing things we allow any sort of 
hair-brained theorist to express himself on the 
radio or in the public prints without restraint 
on any matter touching delicate questions of 
foreign policy. The result is that much is said 
which should be left unsaid. 


Aside from the misunderstanding which such , 


freedom of expression often creates abroad, it 
tends to leave our own people in an uncertain 
state of mind as to the true course of events in 
the field of foreign relations. 

That is precisely the state of affairs today 
as regards the Russian situation. An effort was 
made to blow up the resignation of Under- 
secretary of State Sumner Welles as having a 
direct bearing on our Russian relations. Be- 

ran cause Marshal Stalin has not yet seen fit to 

join in a personal conference with President Roosevelt and Prime 

Minister Churchill it is being cited by the Red-baiting press as 
evidence that the Russians are not to be trusted. 

The latest false conjectures coming from these sources have it 

that the Russians, after forcing the Germans out of the Ukraine, 


‘intend to agcept a separate peace, leaving the United States and 


Britain to fight it out alone against the Nazis. 
CAUSING DISTRUST The effect of all such idle palaver is 
. : to accuse our Russian allies of treach- 


‘ery, to stamp them as a people not to be trusted. However irre- 
sponsible may be the sponsors of such defeatist talk, the Russians 
themselves may well feel that where there is so much smoke there 
must be a little fire. Hence it is natural that they may be slightly 
distrustful of us. 

If there is any lack of outward enthusiasm in Russia over 
Soviet-American relations, the answer is probably found in the lorg 
period of aloofness we held toward the Communistic regime of 
Moscow. We went for years without ‘having any diplomatic inter- 
course with them. Not until the early years of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration did we even recognize Russia. 

And even since then we*have continually put up such exhibi- 
tions as the Dies committee seeking to find some Communistic in- 
fluence behind every liberal movement of the country. 

To a lesser extent, the same thing may be said about the British. 
Comaunisi has known no more ardent foe than Prime Minister 


Chyrchil 
EXPLAINS SOVIET DOUBT Under the circumstances, it 
“ should be no wonder then that 
the Russians have not accepted us as full brothers, though all three 
nations are engaged in a life-and-death struggle against a common 
enemy. It probably explains their reluctance to reveal to our 
observers in the eafly days of the German invasion all of their 
military secrets or to permit our men to make front-line obser- 
vations. 

But anyone with an ounce of brains should be able to see where 
none of these considerations will be given greater weight than the 
determination which every loyal Russian must-have to see the 
Hitlerite hordes completely exterminated. It is inconceivable that 
it should work out any other way. 

A nation does not see its country devastated, its people killed 
ruthlessly and its cities wantonly destroyed, and then, in the mo- 
ment of final victory, make an easy peace with the enemy. Yet 
that is exactly what some of the hair-brained theorists would have 
the people of this country believe. 

It can be stated authoritatively that our own government offi- 
cials have the fullest ¢onfidence in the determination of the Rus- 
sians to see the war through to the bitter end. No one in a position 
to know has any doubts or misgivings on the subject. 


ONLY OFFICIAL FEARS Such fears as the Washington gov- 


ernment may have concerning Rus- 
sia run in a different direction. Officials are concerned only on 
the degree of postwar collaboration we may expect from the Moscow 
government. It is a fear that Russia may decide to play a lone post- 
war hand, or at least insist on exercising a greater voice in the 
readjustment of European affairs than we would like for her to 


have. 
That is the principal anxiety

that they see any danger of the Russians accepting a sugar-coated 
peace offering from Berlin after chasing the Nazis out of their 


territory. 


If some of the things Marshal Stalin has told our diplomatic 
representatives are, true, the Russians are prepared to go a long 
ways further than we and the British in clamping an iron heel on - 


Germany after the war. 


Stalin, according to these reports, would reduce Germany to the 
status of a strictly agrarian country. His formula for making the 
Germans powerless to wage other wars is to strip the country of 
of all of its heavy industries, deprive it of all domestic sources of 
steel production—even to dig up the railroads of the Reich. 

That does not sound like a man who is capable of entertaining 
peace offers short of unconditional surrender. 

Those who seek to have the country believe differently are doing 
the nation and our Allies a distinct disservice.

There must 
be no secret deals with Germany 
by any of the Alliés, he warns, 


There Is No 


Difference. 

There is no difference, thinks 
Dr. Foerster, between the Nazis 
and the German people. The en- 
tire nation is suffering from mass 
infection, national drunkenness, 
it must be “deloused” of -its -mili- 
taristic ideas before it is fit to live 
freely in the family of nations.

prived for life of the right to vote, 
or to work in education, the press 
or th2 radio.

He has good information that 
Bavaria right now would vote 80 
per cent for separation from Prus- 
sia.

4. The. victims of Germany 
should be the first to receive help. 
But there is one German group 
he hopes will get food “without 
discrimination”; the children 
under 16 years of age. 


5. There must be a rigid mili- 
tary control over Germany, and 
this control must be imposed, re- 
gardless of whether Germany is 
beaten down or blows up from 
within. 


He thinks the military occupa-, 


tion must last until an entire new 
generation has grown up because 
“Germany must be _ disinfected 
from a whole century of propa- 
ganda.” 


We can’t depend on the German 
underground to produce a revolu- 
tion, he says. A revolution would 
be only an explosion that would 
create chaos. Hitler’s overthrow 
still would leave Germans believ- 
ing in Pan-Germanism and mili- 
tarism.

He believes there is no organ- 
zation in Germany which can be 
trusted to remake the country into 
a reliable world partner. But there 
is a small group which will have 
to be found (maybe in concentra- 
tion camps) who can start the re- 
education.

And how to re-educate? He 
chuckles, “There must probably be 
a second ‘burning of books.’ The 
Nazi books, this time.”

‘Law Is

‘Rienask Emory S, Land, 


chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Maritime Commission, 
remarked, amid cheers, tc the re- 
cent convention of the Industrial 
Union of Marine and Shipbuilding 
Workers of the CIO that he was 
now persuaded that union lead- 
ers were smarter men than the 
representatives of industrial man- 
a-sement, having greater patience 
and endurance in long-drawn-out 
negotiations. “ 

This is either a silly or a per- 
nicious statement from’a man in 
Land’s fostion because it was ut- 
tered for purposes of ingratiation 
and, I have no doubt, to atone for 
Land’s earlier crack that union or- 
ganizers interfering with war pro- 
duction “ought tobe shot at sun- 
rise” and because, as Land very 
well knows, it not only omits but 
tends to becloud the existence of 
the other side of the story. 


The important phase that Land 
didn’t discuss is well known to 
all industrial executives and all 
union bosses and is the result of a 
studied political policy of the New 
Deal government. The truth is 
that union bosses have nothing 
else to do but promote their own 


} personal interests and their un- 


ions’ interests and have no respon- 
sibility under law. The industrial 
executive, on the other hand, has 
business problems, priorities, con- 
tracts, taxes, renegotiation, pro- 
duction, and many laws and regu- 
lations to occupy his time and con- 
sume his energies. In one case of 
which I have personal knowledge, 
a huge manufacturing company in 
the middle west found itself snarl- 
ed in negotiations with five dif- 
ferent unions at one time, some of 
them presenting competitive juris- 


dictional claims, and was com-} 


pelled to maintainn on a perma- 
nent basis living quarters in Wash- 
ington for a number of important 
executives who were constantly 
being dragged away from their 
vital production jobs in the war 
plants to sit through conferences 
with the unioneers and the Labor 
Relations and War Labor boards 
in which the unions deliberately 
stalled. The employers wanted to 
sign contracts and get on with the 
job but the unions had plenty of 
time and they raised petty issues 
for no other purpose than to gum 
up the works and wear down the 


management men. 
The new school of un- 
8 ioneer, developed and 
encouraged by the 
yster New Deal, is an ex- 
pert shyster, schooled in a reper- 
toire of time-wasting and, in some 
cases, the company which is being 
harassed and victimized in these 
negotiations is compelled to pay 
the wages of men who do no pro- 
ductive work whatever in the 
shops but occupy themselves sole- 
ly with the promotion of griev- 
ances calling for negotiations and 
sometimes leading to deliberate 
slowdowns. This happened at a 
Brewster aeronautical plant when 
the management refused to fire. 
a guard enrolled in the Coast 
Guard Reserve who had reported 
a uhion steward for loafing one 
hour and 15 minutes in the wash- 
room. The guard was slugged ’ 
next day by three men and re- 
quired hospital treatment and the 
union dismissed him from its rolls 
and called on the company to can 
him. The company refused but 
gave in after five days of retarded 
production and thus another of 
Admiral Land’s “smart” unioneers 
had won another victory over a 
company but at the expense of 
American soldiers and _ sailors 

fighting in a war. 


Moreover, it is a union policy 
nowadays to require mutual agree- 
ment between the company and 
the union in the preparation of 
lists of men for whom deferment 
is to be asked, and this means 
that the smart union official is 
given the right to write his own 
deferment merely by, refusing to 
okay the list unless his own name 
and the names of his friends are 
on it. I have no knowledge of any 
actual case of the selling of de- 
ferments by this means, but know- 
ing the character of many un- 
joneers I would not put it past 
them to shake down an eligible 
slacker for a hundred or a thou- 
sand dollars, a very obvious busi- 
ness opportunity. Joe Curran’s 
Communist-front maritime un- 
ion regularly holds its owft courts- 
martial and condemns sailors for 
“antiunion” activity which in- 
cludes anti-Communist activity 
and lese majesty to Curran, dis- 
missing them from union mem- 
bership; which means that they 
are then reported to their draft 
boards as no longer eligible for 
deferment as merchant seamen. 
The temptation to a corrupt un- 
ioneer to threaten a rank-and-file 
sailor with charges calling for a 
union trial and probable dismissal 
and certification to his home 
board as an eligible draftee need 
not be dwelt upon. 


The unioneer is, of 
course, “smart” as Ad- 
Stacked miral Land says but, 
unlike the manage- 
ment man, he may be a criminal 
with a record or living under a 
false name as many of them do 
and yet the law is all on his side 
and stacked against the company 
and the fighting men who need 
the factory production and against 
the people of the United States 
who today are buying bonds to 
pay for such delays and idling. 


The law and all procedure en- 
courage the “smart” unioneer to 
promote grievances and keep ne- 
gotiations endlessly in progress, 
but Land could honestly have said 
in justice to the management men 
that in their futile struggles 
against such activities they are 
more likely patriotic and con- 
scientious than dumb.

ONE WORD MORE> 
By RALPH McGILL. 


WAR WORKERS James B. Reston, one of the New York 
j Times’ able reporters in Europe, has sent 
home the latest bit of London humor on the manpower situation, 
as follows: | 
“The other day a man asked the British 
ministry of labor and*national service for per- 
mission to start work every morning at 8 
o’clock instead of 7. He said that while he 
did not want to be a slacker he needed that 
extra hour ‘to get the baby up to Granny’s.’ 
Asked why his wife could not take care of the 
baby, he explained that she had to get up at 
5:30 to get to her job in an aircraft factory at 
6, and when asked why Granny could not come 
and get the baby earlier he replied, ‘Granny 
doesn’t get off the night shift herself until 7.” 
Things are not quite that bad, of course, 
but it is a fact that manpower in England is 
mobilized in a most complete manner. 
These latest figures from England are terse 
and to the point. The United Kingdom, which 


is about the size of Georgia and Pennsylvania, - 


has 33,000,000 persons between the ages of 14 and 64. 

In approximate figures, 16,000,000 are men and 17,000,000 
women. (It must be remembered that England actually lost a 
generation in killed and wounded in the first World War and has 
never really recovered.) 

Of the 16,000,000 men a full 15,000,000 are in full employment 
that the government considers vital to the war effort. The older 
men and younger ones, not fitted for the usual war work, are in 
the few non-essential civilian businesses. 

Of the 17,000,000 women, between 14 and 64, 7,750,000 are in 
full-time employment and most of the others are taking care of 
their children and homes. No one may have a servant and not work. 

This means that two of every three persons in England actually 
are engaged in full-time war work. 

In addition, there is another 1,000,000 women doing volunteer, 
part-time, unpaid work. 

It is announced that 80 per cent of all married women in the 
in oe under 40 and 91 per cent of all single women under 40 are 
in @sential war work. Of women between 40 and 60, 1,600,000 
hav@ found jobs in war work. 

The question of deferring fathers has never arisen. They were 
taken like any one else. Health and age were the tests. 


STRIKES England has had a few strikes afl through the war 
but they have never had a single national strike, as 
we did in coal, in any war industry. 

There is, at this writing, a dock strike in Liverpool, involving 
a few hundred men. Latest reports had it about settled. The 
strike was a sympathy strike brought on by the dismissal of several 
workers for refusing to work until 9 p. m. 

Miners and aircraft workers currently are airing their griev- 
ances. 

It is interesting, at a time when there are so many loose words 
and phrases in the air, to examine the dissatisfaction among some 
of the British workers. . 

They express ‘a lack of faith that after the war the government 
is going to be able to give them full employment. 

The soldiers worry about the same thing. 

They want assurances, when the war is done, they will have 
some progress toward the Four Freedoms, but what they want is 
a positive assurance they will have “the four decencies”—a decent 
house, decent food and clothing, a decent schooling for their chil- 
dren and, most of all, a decent job. 

I put all this down because it fits exactly our own problem and 
position. 

Our labor problems have been more violent, only because of 
John L. Lewis’. Lewis is the man they could not understand. Coal 
was our only serious putbreak and it was the coal strike and Lewis 
which so outraged r soldiers in foreign service. 

The coal miner, member of Lewis’ union, and a gunner in a 
Flying Fortress, expressed it best when he said, “I’ve done both 
and my working conditions are worse and more dangerous than 
John L. Lewis’.” Lewis is the man they could not understand and 
the man who raised the anti-labor temperature of the soldiers to 
the boiling point. 


WHAT THEY WANT Mrs. Roosevelt told her press confer- 

ence, after a visit to soldiers and 
sailors all through the Pacific, that what they asked about were 
postwar jobs and about stoppages of production. 

That certainly was true of all the men I was able to talk with 
at our bases in England and Scotland and true also of the gun 
crews on ships. ~ 

If we do not have ready a plan which will guarantee “the four 
decencies” in this country, I think we will do ourselves and our 
government almost irreparable harm. 

As yet there is no sign of a plan. 

The loudest voices seem to be those which say, “Just turn us 
ro a cast off all controls and dll regulations and we will create 
jobs.” 

The reply to that is that it was exactly what we did after the 
other war and it led to October, 1929. There were no controls and 
no plans, except that we lent money to European nations to buy 
our goods and put up tariff barriers to keep out all their goods. 

Meanwhile, we seem to be muddling around in a vast sea of 


_talk and shoutings about protecting our freedoms. 


The soldiers and the people who want to be sure of jobs sense 
the fact that we are simply muddling about in a fog of phrase 
making and fine gestures. 

: Are we going into an era of wonderful nonsense ending as 
did the other one? Or are we going to define our plans and prom- 
ises? The Democrats could really do a job for themselves by mak- 
ing public such a blueprint. The Republicans haven't.

A tall- middle-aged, very erect Negro with strong Roman features 
is walking in the middle of the street between two policemen. In 


athe background and at one side appear ten white men and two 


white women, evidently part of a crowd, walking to keep up with 
the excitement. , 

The policeman on the Negro’s left, though walking forward, has 
turned slightly toward the Negro in order to look behind him at 
the crowd. He has reached over with his left hand and placed it 
lightly on the Negro’s upper arm. 
right arm, the one nearest the Negro, is hanging down. 

The policeman walking at the Negro’s right is not touching him 
at all. His hands, with palms forward, are lifted in the act of 
warding off an assailant. 

This assailant, a white man*whose class is obvious, is not at- 
tacking the policeman. He has darted from the crowd to attack 
the Negro. The camera caught him in the act, just as his open 
hand struck the Negro’s jaw:;? 

The Negro’s hands and arms are free. Given a moment more, 
he could have warded off the blow. In fact, he is raising his left 
hand, apparently for that purpose. 

The policemen are not holding him “while he is being struck.” 
They are quite obviously getting him away from the crowd. Whether 
it was an arrest or a rescue, they are clearly trying to protect the 
Negro. 

The Collier’s interpretation of the picture is untrue and unfair. 
And that kind of reporting is responsible for much of the bitter- 
ness that causes race riots, 
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“All right, Mamie, sit down—I’ve had enough practice!”

Nazis Drafting 


Manpower of 
Northern. Italy

AT THE SWISS - ITALIAN 
FRONTIER, Sept. 30.—(&)— 
Speeding their program to strip 
Italy of all manpower that might 
assist the Allies, the Germans to- 
day conscripted all men between 
18 and 33 in 15 central Italian 
provinces for forced labor in 
Germany, according to reports 
reaching here. 

A Chiasso dispatch to La Suisse 
in Geneva said it was expected 
the mobilizatiorf order would \be 
extended to all Nazi-occupied 
provinces. There are estimated: to 
be between 5,000,000 and 6,000,- 
000 men within the age group in 
all Italy. 

In addition, Nazi military com- 
manders throughout the occupied 
—areas posted orders that the fol- 
lowing classifications must pres- 
ent themselves to German author- 
ities: Former Fascist militiamen, 
officers and men of the Italian 
armed forces demobilized by the 
armistice, members of antiaircraft 
defense forces and military pilots. 

Recruiting bureaus also- have 
been opened throughout the oc- 
ecupied territory for Italian men 
and women who wish to “volun- 
teer” for work in Germany. 

The German-controlled Rome 
radio described the latest Nazi 
move as a “migration” of Italian 
workers from southern to “cen- 
tral and northern Italy,” and did 
not suggest that the conscripts 
might wind up in Germany. 


In a broadcast heard by U. S.) 
Domenico | 


government monitors, 
Pellegrini - Cianpietro, finance 
minister of Mussolini’s puppet 
Fascist cabinet, assured his listen- 
ers that it merely was planned 
to transfer “part of our working 
masses and our population to cen- 
‘tral and northern Italy, where ev- 
erything has been prepared ‘for 
you so that you might find work 
and decent living cenditions.” 

In northern Italy the Nazis 
were reported already to have 
rounded up 1,000 men, including 
disarmed soldiers, and shipped 
}them in boxcars to Germany. Ap- 

peals to Italian workers in the 
north to volunteer for service in 
Germany were said to have gain- 
ed no response whatsoever. 

In Turin, where three attacks 
recently were committed against 
German soldiers, the Nazi-con- 
controlled newspaper La Stampa 
told the people to expect mass ar- 
rests and reprisals by German au- 
thorities in the quarters where the 
attacks occurred. 

The paper warned the Italians 
to avoid such acts, which could 
only produce “cruel  conse- 
quences.”

The October 1 deadline set 
weeks ago by Selective Service 
means that from now on the num- 
ber of children a draft-age man 
has counts for nothing. 


From now until the end of the 
year draft officials intend to call 
in 446,000 physically fit men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 38 who 
heretofore have been deferred for 
dependency reasons. And an As- 
sociated Press survey showed that 
in most states some pre-Pear] Har- 
bor fathers may expect to start 
leaving home for service in Oc- 
tober. Few states reported having 
enough -non-fathers to meet quo- 
tas past November 1. 

When 3-A’s become 1-A’s will 
be determined largely from here 
on by their order numbers with 
local draft boards. 

These boards have authority to 
take into consideration extreme 
hardship cases and the importance 
of a man’s job to the war effort. 
They are not supposed to draft 
any pre-war fathers. until they 
have exhausted the supply of 
childless men, post-Pearl Harbor 
fathers, those in specified “non- 
deferrable” jobs and fathers who 
have quit farming in violation of 
the law. ; 

The bill of Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, to defer the 
drafting of fathers until January 1 
—— no progress in the senate to- 

ay. 

An effort by Senator Downey, 
Democrat, California, to have it 
laid aside, pending a congressional 
examination of the high com- 
mand’s: strategy, failed when Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley, Democrat, 
Kentucky, refused to agree to the 
necessary unanimous consent, 

“I do not believe the strategy 
of this war can be worked out on 
the floor of the United States sen- 
ate,” Barkley told Downey, who 
had argued that perhaps increased 
use of air power could make large 
armies unnecessary. 

With Wheeler’s: bill headed for 
a committee pigeon-hole or flat 
senate rejection, sponsors of two 
substitute proposals continued 
their efforts. 

Senator Bajley, Democrat, North 
Carolina, talked with War Depart- 
ment officials about his bill .to 
deny government employment to 
able-bodied draft-age non-fathers 
unless they are indispensable and 
to curtail desk duty for Army men 
fit for combat. 

Senator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
worked for adoption of his plan 
to have fathers under 30 drafted 
before those over 30 are called.

CIO Demands 
$120 Family 


War Allowance 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—(/) 
The CIO demanded today that fi- 
nancial aid to dependents of en- 
listed service men be a minimum 
of $120 a month for a wife with 
two children. 

The labor organization stated 
its position as the House Military 
Committee neared the end of hear- 
ings of senate-passed legislation to 
boost the payments, and after 
Charles P. Taft, director of Com- 
munity War Services for the Fed- 
eral Security Agency, urged ef- 
forts to fix a scale of payments 
based on need. 

Tom Owens, a member of the 
CIO legislative committee, 
the military group the question 
involved is “shall the government 
of the United States afford the 
wives and children of its front- 
line fighters a minimum of decent 
living?” 

The present scale of payments, 
under which a wife with two chil- 
dren receives $72 monthly, “does 
not afford even a minimum decent 
standard,” Owens said, nor would 
the proposed $79 in the senate 
bill be adequate. 

Taft objected to the proposal in 
the senate bill to grant $18 for the 
first child and only $11 for each 
additional child. He argued that 
surveys had shown the scale 
should be reversed, saying the 
cost of living increases with each 
additional child. 

In urban centers, he said, the 
allowances in the senate bill are 
less than actual living costs, but 
an allowance of $72 a month 
might be adequate in some parts 
of the country where living costs 
are low.

The Allies already were think- 
ing about Rome, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Mark W. Clark’s second an- 
nounced objective, which lies 135 
rail miles north of Naples across 
broad plains netted with excellent 
highways. A military spokesman 
today quoted an old schoolbook 
saying, “All roads lead to Rome,” 
adding that the Nazis face an al- 
most impossible military task of 
supplying their troops south of 
the capital for a full scale battle 
unless they use Rome as a forti- 
fied, and not an open, city. 


Right Flanks. 


The extreme right flank of the 
Allied line across Italy rapidly 
was investing the Adriatic coast. 
The British Eighth Army advanc- 
ed 20 miles north of Zapponeto to 
capture Manfredonia on the gulf 
of that name. Some indications 
were that General Sir Bernard.L. 
Montgomery might be hurling 
part of his forces westward to 
flank the Volturno river, 20 miles 
north of Naples, to which the main 
body of: Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring’s army appeared to be flee- 
ing. 

The frontal and flanking ap- 
proaches to Naples were mined 
and demolished extensively. These 
familiar German retreat tactics 
were particularly annoying to the 
British and .American troops of 
the Fifth beating upon Nazis along 
the narrow coastal bottleneck‘ be- 
tween Vesuvius and the sea. But 
already the army was wel] en- 
sconced on the Naples plains and 
exerting ever-increasing pressure 
with strong armored apse 
tanks, armored cars, mobile artil- 
lery and the like. 

Large, systematic demolitions 
slowed the French cleanup of Cor- 
sica, their Mediterranean island 
100 miles below. France. U. S. 
rangers and Moroccan groups de- 
stroyed a tank .and machinegun 
carrier in a raid on Barchetta, 12 
miles southwest of Bastia. The 
French air force destroyed six 
planes, including four large Junk- 
ers-52 transports, and attacked a 
convoy off Bastia. The French 
communique said “shock battalion 
and patriot troops are eagerly pur- 
suing the enemy” between Aeria, 
40 miles below Bastia, and Polelli, 
16 miles south.

bombed their truck convoys. 


The Allied communique cover- 
ed action only to 6 p. m, Wednes- 
day and fresh gains ranged from 
one to five miles near the Gulf of 
Naples. 

Allied casualties were heavy. In- 
complete figures, excluding most 
of the violent action leading to 
the bursting of the final mountain 
barrier town south of Naples, 
showed 8,708 British and Ameri- 
can troops killed, wounded or 
missing. 

Three’ British correspondents 
were killed in a Mark-III tank at 
the edge of the Naples plain Tues- 
day. They were A. B. Austin, of 
the Longion Daily Herald; Stewart 
G, Sale, of Reuters,'and William 
J. Munday, of the London News 
Chronicle and Sydney (Australia) 
Morning Herald. A foyrth British 
writer, Basil Gingell, of Exchange 
Telegraph, was injured slightly. 
They were the first correspondents 
killed by enemy action in Sicily 
or Italy. 

British divisions of the Fifth 
Army suffered 5,211 casualties be- 
tween September 9-20 and the 
Americans through September 15 
of the same period lost 3,497 men. 
The high proportion of casualties, 
considering the number of troops 
involved, gave an indication of the 
fierceness of mountain fighting by 
the Infantry which preceded the 
armored surge into and beyond 
Pompei. 

Fifth Army. 

As the Fifth Army advanced on 
Naples, great columns of smoke 
and flame leaped from the city of 
horror. Engineers bid yeoman 
service in swiftly digging out mine 
fields. In contrast, the Eighth 
Army pushed along the Adriatic 
and beyond the great air center of 
Foggia without encountering ex- 
tensive mines or effective resist- 
ance. 

The German communique hint- 
ed at the evacuation of Naples 
later .reported from Stotckholm: 
“Harbor installations have been 
thoroughly destroyed to prevent 
enemy landings. Severest meas- 
ures have been taken against Com- 
munist riots. The enemy in gen- 
eral followed up our movements 
with rather weak forces. British 
tank forces pressing strongly south 
of Vesuvius were halted.” The 
Berlin dispatch to Stockholm said 
that “Communist revolt and ex- 
tensive sabotage partly forced the 
evacuation” of Naples, and added 
that “rebels” were assisting the 
Fifth Army south of Naples. 

The Foggia plain, which extends 
30 miles north of Foggia, was de- 


Vclared almost entirely under Allied 


domination. 
Significance. 

The fall of Naples would com- 
plement the earlier seizure of Fog- 
gia, 80 miles to the northeast. The 
great harbor of Naples is large 
enough to accommodate a tremen- 
dous marshaling of Allied might, 
just as the 13 Foggia air fields will 
base the predominant air forces. 
Naples’ harbor has been wrecked 
extensively, and upwards of 30 


its docks. Allied experience in 
North Africa and Sicily, however, 
showed that harbors cannot be 
permanently sabotaged. 

Bright, windy weather prevailed 
instead of heavy rains, allowing 
medium bombers to destroy roads, 
bridges and junctions within 45 
miles of Naples to the north, north- 
east and east. 


Main targets were Cancello, 
Piano, Amorosi, Castelvenere, 
Apollinare, Benevento and For- 
mia. All are on German retreat 
routes. Fighters and fighter-bomb- 
ers patrolled the “Benevento bat- 
tle area, attacking gets of op- 
portunity,” the Allied communique 
said. Benevento is 32 miles north- 
east of Naples. $ 

Lightning fighters bombed and 
strafed a highway bridge two miles 
east of Apollinare “striking at en- 
emy troops moving north of the 
battle area around Naples,” an air 
fotce statement said. The resur- 
gent aerial attacks complicated 
German movements. 


The Naples area was completely 
free of German planes yesterday. 


Air Action. 


British and Canadian Welling- 
tons resumed their actions last 
night after three days of weather- 
enforced idleness, pounding the 
railroad and highways near For- 
mia, 43 miles northwest of Naples. 
Bright ilashes indicated the de- 
struction of electric rail lines. 

One Allied plane was lost in all 
operations. 

An official summary said me- 
dium bombers had achieved these 
results in attacks on enemy retreat 
lines beyond Naples: 


The Amorosi bridge on the 
major supply line 27 miles north- 
east of Naples was put out of com- 
mission by direct hits on both ap- 
proaches. An important rail bridge 
around Cancello and Piano were 
attacked and several were immo- 
bilized. The approaches to a bot- 
tleneck bridge at Castelvenere on 
the Naples-Benevento road were 
ripped up and left temporarily im- 
passable. 

Middle East bombers again at- 
tacked German airfields in Greece 
and Rhodes and the enemy hit 
back at the RAF’s Dodecanese 
base at Coo.

The Food Distribution Administra- 
tion said tonight that its embargo 
on sales of turkeys for civilian 
consumption would be continued 
several days to give the Army 
more time to obtain supplies for 
holiday dinners for men serving 
overseas. 

The embargo on such sales was 
imposed in August so that the 
Army might obtain between 10,- 
000,000 and 12,000,000 pounds for 
overseas shipment.

Against Naples 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30—()| LONDON, Sept. 30—<P}—A 


British troops have suffered heav- 
ier casualties than American 
forces in the Allies’ battle with the 
Germans at Salerno. 

Thi¢ was disclosed today in a 
report by Secretary of War Stim- 
son, who said that up to Septem- 
ber 15 American casualties 


amounted to about 3,500, while a} 


London announcement set British 
casualties at 5,211 up to Septem- 
ber 20. The battle of Salerno 
opened with the landing of Allied 
forces on the beach on the evening 
of September 8. 

The casualty figures for both 
American and British forces are 
total killed, wounded and missing. 


While there was no official ex- 
planation here concerning the pre- 
ponderance of British casualties, it 
was recalled that in the early ‘days 
of the battle British units were en- 
gaged by German armored outfits 
which presumably caused many of 
the losses. The understanding has 
been that the Allied forces which 
landed at Salerno were about 
equally divided between. British 
and Anjierican troops. (The Ger- 
man radio reported at the time 
that tr-re were three divisions of 
Americans and three of British.) 


Stimson commented that “it was 
gratifying to ote that the Ameri- 
can casualties in the battle of Sa- 
less than we had 
feared” but he added that “it is 
well to remember that: our casual- 
ties are continuing to mount as we 


'tmove forward.” 


The war has cost the United 
States 111,704 men killed, wound- 
ed, missing and prisoners on all 
the world fronts, ashore, on the 
sea and in the air, since Pear! Har- 
bor, the latest figures show. 


The Army casualties, from the 
beginning of the war to September 
15 (not including the 3,500 at Sa- 
lerno) were listed by Stimson as 
follows: 10,682 killed, 26,666 
wounded, 23,745 missing in action, 
29,451 taken prisoner.

5,305 wounded, 9,456 wiissing, 4,-| 


143 prisoners. The Navy suffered

Eisenhower, Badoglio Confer 


On Use for Italian Strength 


By NOLAND NORGAARD. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN | 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 30.—(4) 
General Dwight 
and Italian Premier Marshal Pi- 
etro Badoglio conferred yesterday 
at Malta on plans for throwing 
all avallable Italian military and 
naval strength into the war 
against Germany, an Allied head- 
quarters statement disclosed to- 
day. 

At the same time it was re- 
vealed that Badoglio, who was 
forced to flee from Rome when 
the Germans took over the coun- 
try, had formed a new cabinet 
composed principally of military 
figures. 

The Allied announcement said 
that Italian Army, air and naval 
forces already had been engaged 
actively against what it termed 
“the common enemy, Germany,” 
but there was no immediate in- 
dication whether there would be 
a formal Italian declaration — of 
war against the Nazis. 

The importance attached to the 
dramatic conference between Ba- 
doglio and the Allied commander 
in chief in the Mediterranean 
aboard the British battleship Nel- 
son in Malta harbor, where there 
still is abundant and graphic evi- 
dence of devastation once wrought 
by Italian as well as German 
bombers, was indicated by the 
presence of all the top-ranking 
members of Eisenhower’s staff. 

Those attending included Gen- 
eral Sir Harold Alexander, Allied 
ground commander in this theater; 
Admiral Sir Andrew Browne 
Cunningham, commander of Al- 
lied naval forces in the Mediter- 
ranean; Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Arthur W. Tedder, the Mediterra- 
nean air’ commander; Harold 
MacMillan, British minister in 
North Africa; Robert Murphy, 
U. S. minister to North Africa, 
and Major General Walter Bedell 
Smith, Eisenhower's chief of staff.

Forest Fires 
Destroy Much 
War Material 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 30—Forest 
fires destroyed enough timber in 
the United States during 1942 to 
build 20,000 Liberty ships or. 
2,000,000 army truck bodies, J. E. 
Phillips, Georgia Extension Serv- 
ice forester, said today. The aver- 
age land area thus burned over 
annually during» the past five 
years is equal to that of all the 
New England states put together. 

Those figures, appalling in 
peacetime, demand even more ur- 
gent attention today with timber 
vitally needed for war production 
and a lumber shortage already in 
existence, Phillips pointed out. 
For this reason, the control of 
America’s forest fires is one of 
the prime objectives of Fire Pre- 


vention. Week, which will be held 


by presidential proclamation from 
October 3 to 9. 

Wood is essential to the farmer 
faced with the need to build now 
storage structures to house his 
expanding production. But it has 
many uses in war industry as 
well. It is needed to manufacture 
ships, hangars, synthetic wood 
fibers as in rayon for clothing and 
parachutes, wood cellulose for ex- 
plosives and wood alcohol for syn- 
thetic rubber. 

Both the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture point out, 
Phillips continued, that forest 
fires not only destroy the timber 
essential to all these manufactur- 
ing processes, but they do much 
additional damage that is less im- 
mediately apparent.

SPANISH LIVER FOR CHILLY DAYS

IT’S TRULY DELICIOUS 


The flavor of Spanish Sauce on crispy 
brown fried liver is worthy of great en- 
thusiasm. Here’s the way to make it. 
4 tbsp. fat © l green pepper 
4 medium onions 2 cups tomatoes 
1 Ib. liver, sliced 2 tbsp. flour 
1 tsp. salt 1 tsp. sugar 
}4 tsp..pepper 

Slice the onions very thin and brown 
slightly in the fat. Remove onions and 
save for sauce. Salt and pepper the 
liver, rofl in flour and brown well on 
both sides in the fat. Cut 4 rings, 3 inch 
thick, from the peppers and remove the 
seeds. Chop remaining pieces of pepper 
for «he sauce. Cook tomatoes, onion, 
chopped green pepper and sugar, thicken 
with flour.

Then, without moving 
arms or hips, twist at the waist 
until the right arm is straight out 
in front, left arm straight out in 
back. Return ‘to position and twist 
to other side. Keep alternating 
sides for six counts. 

With legs still crossed at ankles, 
lean back on forearms and raise 
feet clear of floor ‘for:a roll that 
will firm the thighs and slim the 
hips. Keep that position of the 
legs—knees widely separated—as 
you roll to first one hip and thigh 
and then back across the buttocks 
and over on other hip and thigh. 
That way, you double aip on your 
hip and thigh exercise. Miss Ste- 
ber took an inch off her thigh and 
one and one-fourth inches off her 
hips in six weeks with that kind 
of exercise.

Veal (or Pork) and 
Vegetable Pie. 

Buy 1 1-2 pounds veal or pork 
shoulder chops. Put them in a 
saucepan with 1 quart of hot 
water, a small bayleaf, 1 teaspoon 
salt, one small onion cut fine and 
pepper corns. Cover and simmer 
for 1 hour or until the meat is 
very tender. Cool slightly, then 
cut the meat from the chop bones 
and cut it into small cubes. Add 
1 cup fresh green peas, 1 cup 
diced carrbdts and 1 tablespoon cut 
green pepper to the stock and 
simmer until the vegetables are 
tender—or for about 20 minutes. 
Put the meat back in the stock. 
Line a pieplate with pastry and 
chill, When the meat mixture is 
almost cold, spoon the meat and 
vegetables into the chilled pie- 
plate, adding as little of the ieat 
stock as possible. Cover with a 
top crust and slash the crust in 
several places to let the steam 
escape. Bake in a hot oven for 
about 25 minutes. Meanwhile 
thicken the leftover stock with 1 
teaspoon cornstarch mixed with a 
little cold water and cook until 
boiling and clear. Or, if the pie 
is to be served cold, substitute 1 
tablespoon plain unflavored gela- 
tine for the cornstarch, soaking it 
in 2 tablespoons cold water and 
stirring into the stock which has 
been heated to boiling. When the 
pie is done, serve it warm with 
hot gravy; or let it cool and when 
almost cold pour in the gelatine 
thickened gravy through the slits 
in the crust and chill for several 
hours, or overnight.

Do you throw food away? 

I can almost hear you shout: 
“Certainly not! Do you think I 
could afford to waste food when 
it costs so much?” 


Well, somebody is wasting food, 
and the chances are that even you 
and I are wasting gome of it— 
wasting it in such small and in- 
significant ways that we aren’t 
aware of the waste. For though 
food prices are high, and food is a 
weapon of war, the Office of Wr 
Information has been advised that 
the total food waste in the United 
States is from 20 to 30 pounds of 
every 100 pounds produced! And 
the Food Distribution Administra- 


“America’s greatest source of 
extra food supply is in the garbage 
cans.” 


Some food waste occurs in un- 
harvested crops, some happens in 
transit from farm to market, and 
some occurs in the grocery and 
meat markets. But a scientific 
study of garbage collections shows 
that at least 15 per cent of the 
food that goes into American 
homes is wasted. Food in the 
home is wasted in such ways as 
these: In uneaten portions left on 
plates; in peelings and green tops 
thrown away; in ends of bread 
grown stale or moldy; in potatoes 
and other root vegetables left to 
rot; in bits of leftovers put in the 
refrigerator and forgotten until 
they are too dry and old to use, 
and in many other small and un- 
noticed ways, 

If only one family threw away 
small bits of food, it would be 
a trivial matter. But if every 
American family throws away 
only one slice of bread a week, 
it means that more than a hun- 
dred million loaves a year are lost. 
By that one figure you can begin 
to understand how staggering is 
the total waste, how critical it is 
in time of war, and how important 
in the aggregate is each individual 
American home. 

We have long been a nation of 
abundance, and it is not :easy to 
turn to habits of extreme thrift. 
But we must now learn to con- 
sider food as essential to victory, 
and use it accordingly. Each 
housewife should shop and pre- 
pare food for her family with this 
idea in mind: “Enough for sound 
nutrition; no more, no less, and 
none wasted,” 


Following I have listed the foods 
most often wasted, and offer some 
suggestions for cutting down on 
waste: 


Bread: Use dry or stale bread 
for making French toast, for but- 
tered crumbs for escalloped dishes, 
cut in small pieces and toast to 
serve with soup, for crumbing cro- 
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Sliced 


>quettes, for making a* variety of, 


puddings, 

Beet tops, celery tops, outside 
leaves of lettuce and other greens: 
Steam beet tops with other greens, 
such as turnip tops, or cook them 
like spinach, Beet tops are espe- 
cially rich in iron and other min- 
erals. Use celery tops in soup, or 
strip off the leaves and braise the 
stalks in this way: Chop, put in 
saucepan in a little melted mar- 
garine or bacon drippings. Add a 
small amount of water, cover and 
steam until tender and water is 
absorbed. Season and serve as 
any other vegetable. Take the 
stripped-off leaves, wash, put in 
a paper bag and dry for use in 
soups and stews later. Outer 
leaves of greens that aren’t pretty 
enough for the salad plate may be 
utilized in escalloped dishes, or 
steamed quickly and served in 
a cheese sauce. They may also 
be added to soups or used to make 
cream soups. Celery tops are fine 
for making cream of celery soup. 


Scraps of meat, and bones: Al- 
most everyone knows how to use 
leftover meats, but we let a piece 
we think too small for anything 
dry up, and we used to throw 
away the bones and scraps of fat 
when we served roasts and chops. 
These bones an@ fat scraps make 
wonderful soup stock, gravies and 
sauces for casserole dishes or bean 
loaves and such. Don’t be finicky 
about them. The family~isn’t poi~ 
son, and even if some member 
were, the bones and scraps are 
sterilized when they are boiled to 
make stock. The European house- 
wife always saved them for the 
soup pot, Follow the classic exam- 
ple of Jack Spratt, who could eat 
no fat, “His wife could eat no 
lean, so betwixt them both, you 
see, they licked the platter clean.” 


Bits of leftover cereal: Add to 
soups to thicken them; add to 
muffin batter, mold in individual 
molds, steam and serve with a bit 
of fresh or cooked fruit for break- 
fast or dessert. 

Bits of leftover vegetables: 
Combine dnd make a creamed 
vegetable casserole; use in soups 
and stews, 

About Loss From Poor Storage. 

Try. to arrange better storage 
facilities for keeping such things 
as apples, potatoes. onions. Spread 
them out, if possible, in a cool, 
dry place.

Mix 1 1-2 cups sifted flour with 
2 tablespoons sugar, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, 1-2 teaspoon salt 
and a few grains grated nutmeg.

Major Herbert I. Shingler Jr., 
of Ashburn, Ga., has been award- 
ed the Distinguished Service Cross, 
and six other Georgians have been 


docorated, one posthumously, the 
War Department announced. 

Major Shingler was one of six 
officers to receive the Service 
Cross for extraordinary heroism 
and gallantry while participating 
in the bombing attack against the 
Ploesti oil refineries of Rumania 
on August 1, the War Department 
announced yesterday. 

Led Plane Section. 

The Georgian, as pilot of one of 
the heavy bombardment aircraft 
taking part in the mission, and 
the leader of a section of planes, 
skimmed over the target at an al- 
titude of 200, feet the report said, 
and led his section through a 
smoky, flaming inferno of explod- 
ing oil tanks and bombs, guarded 
by barrage balloons and one of 
Europe’s heaviest concentrations 
of antiaircraft batteries. Three sep- 
arate attacks were made on Shin- 


gler’s plane by enemy pursuits on 
the way home, but he evaded their 
assaults and led his section back 
to the home base. 

Two Georgians received the Le- 
gion of Merit award, the announce- 
ment from Washington reported. 


One, Colonel Richard L. Baugh- 


man, husband of Mrs. Mary H. 
Baughman, of Fort Benning, re- 
ceived the award posthumously 
for his outstanding service as chief 
of the officer instructor group 
covering. mechanical training and 
marksmanship of the M-1 rifle car- 
bine and submachinegun at the In- 
fantry School, Fort Benning, from 
June 24, 1940, to February 10, 
1943. Colonel Baughman was kill- 
ed in an airplane accident near 
Saxe, Va., on June 30, 1943. 
Sergeant Cited. 

The citation also was awarded 
to Master Sergeant Albert F. Wil- 
liams, Corps of Engineers, of Way- 
cross, Ga., for his service as a

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Ceiling May Cause Syrup Sale 


To Moonshiners, Floridan Says 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Sept. 30. 
(4)—Florida and Georgia farmers 
protesting a 60-cents a gallon ceil- 
ing price on cane sugar syrup, 
told a committee of OPA officials 
here today that such a low ceiling 
would cause losses to producers 
this year and discourage produc- 
tion next year. 


They contended costs of produc- 
ing a gallon of syrup this year, be- 
cause of increasing farm labor and 
materials costs, would average 
about 75 cents and that the ceiling 
should be raised to about 88 cents. 


Nathan Mayo, Florida commis- 
sioner of agriculture, said the 
state, which produced about 80,000 
gallons a year on its institutional 
farms, has a production cost of 
about 67% cents—even without 
paying taxes or land rent and by 
using prison labor. 

Edgar W. Scarborough, Florida 
beverage director who represented 
Governor Holland at the confer- 
ence, warned that a 60-cent ceiling 
would encourage farmers to sell 
their syrup to moonshiners who 
would pay as much as a dollar a 
gallon because they no longer can 
get sugar to make whisky. 


More than 100 farmers and 
Syrup packers attended the meét- 
ing, which was conducted by CPA 
officials. W. J. Dedicott, head of 
|the Office of Price Administration 
Sugar section, presided. The offi- 
cials made no public statements 
on the producers’ pleas.

Labor Commissioner Ben _ T. 
Huiet will direct the unemploy- 
ment compensation bureau him- 
self beginning today, while A. L.

The post was held vacant by

Huiet disclosed that the federal 
government has allotted $146,500 
to cover operating expenses of the 
bureau for the last three months 
of this year. The commissioner 
is free to disperse the funds as 
he sees fit, since the federal gov- 
ernment did not require the Geor- 
gia bureau to submit a specific 
budget.
